Set Limit on Bonds. 

Sheriffs must make bond for the cot- 
lection of the state revenues with the 
state auditor by March 1. Blanks for 

this purpose are being mailed the sher- 
iffs by Assistant .\uditor G. B. Likens. 
On or before March 1 all ot the sher- 
iffs must make final settlement with 
the state auditor and receive a quietus 
from him and the fiscal court of their 
respective counties for the collection 
of taxes for the previous year, it is 
necessary for a sheriff to make three 
bonda First he nust make Ms oAcial 
bond anniiaDy by the first of January. 
Tlien he must make bond for the col- 
lection of the stue's revenue and a 
separate l>ond for the collection of the 
county's revenue. The stat* bond 
must be made in duplicate, one copy of 
which is filed in the county clerk's 
office and the other copy filed with 
the state auditor. A. T. Beard, sheriff 
of B»eckenridge county, is the nine- 
teenth sheriff to make final settlement 
>vith the atiditor and receive his 
i|uietiis for the collection of taxes this 
year. Ou the same date last year only 
twelve sheriflti. had reeelved their 
quietus. 



Put Jail Prisoners on County Reads. 

Redaetkm of the maiateaaaee ex- 
pense of public roads in Jefferson 
county by the employment of able- 
I'odied prisoners in the county jail in 
their upkeep is being advocated by 
County Judge Samuel W. Oreene, of 
Lexington. If the idea is adopted, all 
able-bodied persons sentenced to jail 
in the circuit court there will be em- 
ployed in road work. Under the pres- 
ent system it costs the county Ti aeats 
per day to feed each prisoner, while 
under a new law, passed at the last 
session of the general assembly, the 
• ouiity has the authority to work Its 
jail prisoners on the roads. The em- 
ployment of the prisoners will result 
in a big saving to the county annually 
and at the same time will not deprive 
the jailer of his fee for their keep. 
.\ccordiiig to figures presented to the 
levy committee it costs the eonnty ap- 
proximately |45,0M aBBoally for the 
feed of jail prisoners. At the recent 
meeting of the County Judges' associa- 
tion in Louisville several of the oflS- 
cials from various secUoQs of the 
state said they had pii^a^f the sys- 
tem in effect with spleiaM reanlts.

- FrankforC— "War" orders for mil- 
lions of dollars of material for Euro- 
pean countries are being placed with 
Keutucky factories and industrial 
plants. Tobacco fsetories for some 
time have been, engaged in shipping 
tobaeeo Intended for consumption by 
the soldiers in the field in Europe. 

The latest ' war " order to be landed 
by Kentucky is that of the Kentucky 
Wagon Manufacturing Co^ wliicb is to 
build 8,0M portable kitchen wagons 
for use in the French 'army. The wag- 
ons are to be built along specially de- 
sisned lines, and are considered light- 
er and more serviceable than the vehi- 
cles of this character whieh were one 
of the principal reasons for the Ger- 
man soldiers marching for such long 
distances in a riaffia day at tta antset 
of the war. 

Only the frame work of the wagons 
will be made in Kentucky. To other 
companies is given the contract of 
supplying the steel and the utensils 
for the wagons. The consignment 
must be ready tor shipment in 75 
days. Knitting mills asd canning fac- 
tories Ib the state have been doing a 
heavy business lately in filling war 
orders. It is estimated that the or- 
ders already placed will ran late the 
millions of dollars.

Contest "Dry" Victory. 

Attorneys for the "wets" have filed 
a supersedeas bond for an appeal 
against the decision of the contest 
board In the recent prohibition elec- 
tion. Their grounds of appeal are that 
the status of territory in which a pro- 
hibition election is held remains the 
same pending litigation that it wsi 
prior to the election, provided the eon 
testants prosecute their appeal and ex 
ecute supersedeas bond. Bourboi 
county was "wet" prior to the electioi 
and could not ttecome "dry" until 6( 
days after the indgment of the eoates; 
board was entered of record. This 
judgment was not entered until No 
vember 11, and so the day upon whicl 
the county would become "dry" under 
the new act woald ba Quinary 11, bnl 
before that time the "wets" will pros- 
ecute their appeal and this will be 
within f,n days on the rendition of tlx 
Judgiueni as the code provides. With 
a supersedeas issued prior to Januar.- 
11 an order will direct that nothing 
more be done in the matter until the 
circuit court passes on the contest, tht 
"wets" say. From that decision eithet 
may appeal, but a supersedeas l)ond 
executed by the "drys" would not clost 
the salooB provided the '^ets" won 
In the circuit court., because the terri- 
tory was "wet" prior to the election.
